Legs  most  frequently  moderately  long  and 
stout,  occasionally  slender;  bind  tibiae  generally  with  four  long 
spurs.  Wings  moderately  broad,  rarely  narrow  or  Tery  broad,  sel^ 
dom  long.  Fore  wings  straight  in  front,  rounded  or  angular  at  the 
tips,  moderately  or  very  oblique  along  the  exterior  border.  Larva 
generally  naked,  cylindrical  and  robust,  and  with  ten  prehensile 
feet,  in  some  families  elongate  and  slender,  more  or  less  looping, 
and  with  eight  or  sixteen  prehensile  feet  Pupa  mostly  changing 
in  the  ground,  rarely  in  a  slight  web.
